DETAILS — Flat Shingle Tiles 
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Flat Shingle Patterns on : 
Norman - Georgian - Provincial - Colonial 

(C) Nails. Non-corrosive roofing nails. Length to give proper 
penetration. (Consult manufacturer of special roof deck 
materials for nailing specifications.) 


1I—Application 

(A) Felt—One thickness (double thickness on low pitches)— 
lay parallel to eaves, lap 24%” horizontally and 6” vertically, 
nail on 6” centers. Extend felt 6” on vertical walls and 4” 
over gutter and valley metal. 


(B) Tiles 
(1) Interlocking tiles—Lay tiles to approximately 3” headlap, 
fasten by nailing. 
(a) Ridge and hip fittings (Architect specify one) 
Provide Hip and Ridge Stringers. 
Header course—Lap 3” exposure 12”. Point laps 
with roofing cement. 
(b) One Piece Angular Fitting—Lap 3”. Nail with one 
nail. Point laps with roofing cement. 
(c) Gable Treatment (Architect specify one.) 
Detached gable rakes—Fasten with two nails. 
Barge Treatment. 
(d) Eave treatment (Architect specify one.) 
Cant strip—Nail wood strip of proper thickness for 
desired cant of tile on first course. 
Under Eaves—Clay under eaves nailed. 
(2) Flat shingles—Lay American Method average 2” headlap. 


(a) Ridge and hip treatment (as specified by architect). 
(b) Eave treatment—Wood cant strip and under eave tile.
